in the booties of a'l the inferiour Rogues do get; he hath all the Morts 
and Doxeys at his. beck, and commands any of the gang at his pleaſure. 
By this deſcription there is a great deal of difference between an up- 
right man and an honeſt man,. The 2. is, A wild Rogue is bred up from 
his Cradle, and fo lives all his life-time, -and difdains to take any 
Calling or Profeſſion upon him ; but as he hves, ſo he dies.

*wrackt Seamen, with a counterfeit Licenſe ta beg, which Licenſe they 
.call a Gite. They talk. of Sca-Voyages, but .the .end of their Land- 
Voyage is for what they.canget,and to rmbBooths at Fairs,whichthey 
ca'l heaving the Booth ; at which they are expert. The 8. are called 
Counterfeit Cranks ; they are ſach as pretend themſelves to have the 
Falling- ſickneſs, and by. putting a piece of white Soap in the corner of 
their-mouths, which will make the froth come out boyling, to cauſe 
pitty. in the,beholders:: they ſtarewildly withtheir eyes, to appear as 
diſtrafted ; and go ſqmetimes balf naked, to move the greater cam: 
paſſion : theſe Cranks have their Wenches, at their meetings, at their 
command, "The yg. are called Dumb-members; and he is couſin German
